Vote YES on proposed school 
tax increases in special elections 
next Tuesday, March 11, in the 
Castro Valley and San Lorenzo 
unified school districts, the Ala- 
meda County Central Labor 
Council advised south county 
unionists.

Labor Council places UC 
sanction in secretary's hands 


A request for sanction of the 
three week old strike of teaching 
assistants at the University of 
California was referred Monday 
night by the Alameda County 
Central Labor Council to Execu- 
tive Secretary-Treasurer Rich- 
ard K, Groulx, 

The action came after Groulx 

noted that there are 32 unions 
on the campus and that issues 
involved in the “unfortunate and 
‘very discouraging spectacle” at 
Berkeley are far broader than 
any union issue. 
“We are dealing with some 
extremely complex _ forces,” 
Groulx said, “and that includes 
‘all affiliated unions on the cam- 
pus. : 


.. “I don’t want us getting in un- 
less we can act in a helpful and 
constructive fashion.” 

He reported he spent three 
hours on the campus Monday 
studying the situation and some 
member of the Executive Com- 
mittee would be there every day. 

Spokesmen for the striking 
union, American Federation of 
Teachers 1570, said working con- 
ditions on the campus under 
Governor Reagan’s state of 
emergency were _ intolerable. 
‘They also wont negotiations on 
class size and minority hiring. 

They were supported by AFS- 
CME 1695, Clerical, Technical & 
Professional Employees, whose 
request for sanction of a strike 
announced for March 11 was re- 
ferred to the executive commit- 
tee.

who said their “working condi- 
tions are impossible,” and that 
“the quality of education in Cali- 
fornia is being very seriously 
jeopardized” largely by the atti- 
tude of Reagan.

really aren’t separable. This 
council can’t solve all these 
problem. We can help.” 


Strike is settled 
at Standard Oil 
Richmond refinery 


Standard Oil of California’s 
Richmond refinery came to 
terms this week with the Oil, 
Chemical & Atomic Workers, 
agreeing to pay and fringe 
boosts and abandoning its de- 
mand to fire or otherwise dis- 
cipline strikers it felt had com- 
mitted offenses. 

Still on strike, however, were 
OCAW members at Standard’s 
wholly-owned Chevron Chemical 
Company in Richmond, maker of 


Ortho garden products, and at | 


the Shell Martinez refinery. Na- 
tionwide, more than 40,000 of the 
OCAW members who struck the 
oi] industry January 4, were 
back at work under new agree- 
ments. 

The Standard refinery pact, 
ratified overwhelmingly Monday 
by members of OCAW 1-561, 
guarantees no reprisals with the 
provision that cases of three in- 
dividuals go to arbitration. Other 
contract terms: 

1. A 6 per cent increase now 
and another 414 per cent Janu- 
ary 1. 

2. Increase in graveyard shift 
differential by 10 cents per hour 
to a 30-cent per hour figure and 
a 5-cent boost in the swing shift 
differential to 15 cents. 

3. A boost of $3 a month now 
in the employer’s contribution to 
employes’ dependents’ health 
and welfare coverage and an-

Strikers at the Brockway Glass 
Company’s Oakland plant;-who 
walked out January 24 in pro- 
test at repeated company viola- 
tions of the contract, got their 
international union’s sanction 
last Friday. 


The Glass Bottle Blowers As- 
sociation, which originally had 
directed GBBA Local 155 to re- 
turn to work, telegraphed its 
sanction to the union after 
Brockway had refused to rescind 
its firing of 21 strike leaders and 
to arbitrate issues of the bitter 
dispute. 

Local 155 had gained strong 
support from other GBBA locals 
here. The Alameda County Cen- 
tral Labor Council had granted 
emergency sanction January 27. 

Local 155 President Donald 
Koishor said the sanction was 
the first granted by the interna- 
tional to a West Coast local in 
the glass manufacturing indus- 
try, although GBBA strikes in 
sand and bottle capping plants 
had been sanctioned. 

It means that Loca] 155 strik- 
ers will soon begin receiving in- 
ternational union strike benefits. 

Meanwhile, the GBBA sat 
down with representatives of 
the Glass Container Manufactur-

While some people may be con- 
tent to show their movies or 
slides on a light colored wall or 
on a bed sheet, neither of these 
can usually provide the image 
quality that comes from a good, 
carefully chosen screen, 


But the primary advantage 
you get when you project on a 
screen, says Consumer Rerforts, 
is brightness. And brightness 
was the main factor determin- 
ing the ranking of the 22 screens 
it tested for its February issue. 


SOME OF the screens were len- 
ticular and others were beaded, 
an important difference of 
which the buyer should be 
aware, A lenticular screen is im- 
pressed with many small light- 
reflecting, lens-like elements, as 
opposed to the glass beads that 
stud the suface of a bcaded 
screen. 


Even though lenticular 
screens, as a group, are priced 
higher, Consumer Reports notes 
that they usually do a more suc- 
cessful job of directing the light 
of a projector to a widely spaced 
audience, and are therefore rec- 
ommended over beaded screens. 

But, as it points out in the ar- 
ticle, the higher - rated beaded 
screens were judged superior to 
the two lowest-rated Acceptable 
lenticular models. And two of the 


rated Not Acceptable because 
each has a spring-loaded exten- 


' sion rod judged capable of caus- 


ing serious injury in ordinary 
use. 


INSTEAD OF pulling the rod 
all the way up into position, the 
user pushes a lever and the rod 
pops up with considerable force. 
“Trouble is,’ says the magazine, 
“you could easily be leaning over 
the rod just then, making your 
eye a perfect target.” 

In buying a screen, the mag- 
azine suggests, it’s better that 
you buy it in person rather than 
by mail so that you can check 
it beforehand. 

“With any model, look especi- 


| ally for wrinkles and surface ir- 


regularities. 

“Such deficiencies can notice- 
ably impair tie image quality of 
the projected picture.”

Marine Firemen 
pioneer, is dead 


Vincent Malone, president of 
the Marine Firemen from 1938 
through 1955, died unexpectedly 
in his San Francisco apartment 
last week, apparently of a heart 
attack. He was 61. 


Malone’s career spanned the 
period from before the historic 
1934 West. Coast maritime strike 
and other struggles which help- 
ed establish strength of seagoing 
and waterfront unions, to the 
present. 


At the time of his death, he 
was an international] organizer 
of the Seafarers International 
Union of which the Firemen had 
become an affiliate. He had held 
that post since 1956. 

Malone was a member of the 
Marine Firemen for 37 years, 
serving as secretary before he 
was elected president. In his 18 
sometimes tempestuous years, as 
president Malone led the union 
to a solid footing. 

He was a native of New York. 
He had worked in ship’s engine 
rooms before becoming a full- 
time union officer after the 1934 
strike and reorganization of the 
union. 

He was found dead in his 
apartment February 26. Requiem 
Mass was read for him in Anpos- 
tleship of the Sea February 28. 

Surviving are a son, Merle 
Clements on the east coast, and 
a daughter, Constance Starr of 
Redondo Beach. -

Well into their seventh 
month on strike at the Fibre- 
board Pabeo Division plant in 
Newark, Pulp, Sulphite & Paper 
Mill Workers 819 this week re- 
newed ‘their “don’t buy” appeal. 

Wallboard from the plant is 
being produced by strikebreak- 
ing supervisors, the union said, 
urging other unionists not to 
purchase it. 

Much of the plant’s product is 
being trucked by Casella Trans- 
portation Company, of San Le- 
andro, which Teamsters say is a 
norffunion firm, and by Com- 
mercial Transfer, Inc., whose 
home base and union status or 
lack of it the Alameda County 
Central Labor Council hasn’t yet 
traced. 

Last week, supervisors shoved 
a defective lift jitney through 
the picket line, after East Bay 
repairmen refused to enter the 
plant, Labor Council Assistant 
Secretary Ed Morgan reported, 
and it was then towed to San 
Francisco, 

The 33 strikers walked out 
August 26 over management’s in- 
sistence on eliminating a clause 
guaranteeing employes of five 
years service 40 hours work 
when it is available and two- 
week notice of layoff.

Fake labor press 
racketeers plague 
Congress members 


| Shady promoters who solicit 
| advertising for bogus labor pub- 
lications consider members of 
| Congress a fertile field for bilk- 
ing. 

The AFLCIO has again sent 
out a warning to Congressmen 
and Senators against these rack- 
eteers who set up a fake publica- 
tion with “labor” or “union” in 
its title and then sell worthless 
advertising to unwary politicians 
and businessmen. 

“In every case brought to our 
attention the alleged ‘labor pa- 
per’ was without standing in the 
labor movement,” the AFLCIO 
letter said. 

The warning came from Legis- 
lative Director Andrew J. Bie- 
miller and Secretary Treasurer 
Kenneth Fiester of the Interna- 
tional Labor Press Association. 
They said: 

“These racketeers not only in- 
flict financia] loss upon their 
victims but do even greater 
damage to the good name of the 
labor movement.”

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Wrong prescriptions 
for inflation persist 


There is discouraging news from Washington, hard on 
the heels of another discouraging item on the same subject. 
Chairman William McChesney Martin of the Federal Reserve 
Board, indicates that FRB will keep the cost of credit up, which 
means high interest rates on hard-to-get credit~‘‘tight money.” 


This is Martin's prescription for inflation and it follows 
by a few days the admission by the chairman of President Nix- 
on’s Council of Economic Advisors that he can’t guarantee that 


the administration can cut down on inflation without creating 
more unemployment. 


“Tight money,” of course, contributed to the recessions 
which put people out of work during the last Republican ad- 
ministration. 

With two powerful voices in Washington thus envisaging 
a cure for inflation which involves the suffering of unemploy- 
ment, two things need to be said: 


1. The high prices from which we suffer are profit-caused | 
inflation—not wage-caused—price boosts by business far out- | 
strip pay increases. Let the administration look to the problem | 


of reducing over-generous profit margins rather than consid- | 
ering how to shake money out of the hands of working people. | 


2. Any inflation solution which permits humans to suffer ||) 


is callously cruel. This country’s goal should be full employ- | 
ment with no equivocation that a bit of joblessness here and | 
there isn't too bad. 

We find particularly objectionable Martin’s welcoming of | 
an expected slowdown in the economy's advance as “alleviating | 
some of the demand pressures” he sees as causing inflation.
